Madison.—Mrs. Abble K. Beals of 


Milwaukee, widow of Ellas F. Heals, 
began suit in ihe supreme court of 
Wisconsin to test the constitutionality 
of the stato Inheritance tax law. If the 
suit is successful, it will mean thai 
the state will, if it follows rules 
ot 


equity, have to return to different es- 
tates over $1,000,000 which it has col- 
lected under the law since the statute 
was enacted five years ago. The in- 
come of the state from this law has 
annually increased until ihis year It 
will amount to $450.000. The 
Beals 


suit is novel in several respects. By 
authority of section 3,200 of the re- 
vised statutes the suit is started in 
the supreme court instead of in some 
inferior court. The claim was present- 
ed to the legislature two years ago 
and rejected. 
The amount claimed is 


comparatively 
small, 
being 
only 


$3,02-1.61, but the Beals case raises 
some new points which are expected 
to precipitate a fierce legal 
battle. 


The plaintiff seta up three grounds on 
which she considers the law unconsti- 
tutional. They are as follows: That 
no provision is made in the law for 
taxing the first $25,000 of transfers 
which exceed in value or amount the 
sum of $25,000, the result of which is 
to make the classification arbitrary, 
unreasonable and. unjust. 
That 
in 


view of the decision of the supreme 
court in the Nininemacher case that 
the right upon which the tax is levied 
is a. natural right, the unequal or pro- 
gressive rate imposed by the law ren- 
ders it unconstitutional. That the pro- 
gressive feature ot the tax is in viola- 
tion of the spirit and intent of section 
15 of article 1, and cognate provisions 
ot the constitution, which recognize 
specifically the right to take property 
by descent as an inherent right and 
forbid discriminations by law in refer- 
ence thereto. 


Report of Railroad Commission. 


The report of the state railroad 


commission 
is devoted 
almost ex- 


clusively to the operation of the pub- 
lic utility law, which has proved a. rev- 
elation to the state. The report Is 
divided into four departments: Statis- 
tical, discriminatory rales, legislative 
recommendations and uniform account- 
ing. By far the larger portion Is .de- 
voted to a discussion of discriminatory 
rates, which seem to have 
pervaded 


almost every public utility 
in 
the 


state. The 
discrimination's of tele- 


phone companies are ilrst discussed, 
the information being based upon the 
reports filed by (he companies. Out of 
61 companies whose reports were re- 
ceived in time for compilation, 32 re- 
ported discriminations, and out of .147 
telephone exchanges, 79 companies tol- 
erated 
discriminatory rates. In 70 


companies 
furnishing 
water which 


filed reports, 28 charged ho discrimina- 
tory rates, and 42 reported such! rates. 
Tliere are 52 gas companies in Wis- 
consin, but reports from only 31 were 
received in time for compilation. Of 
ibis number only 11 reported discrim- 
inatory rates. Of the 232 electric com- 
panies, about one-half reported 
their 


discriminatory service In time for the 
report. Of the 117 that did report, one- 
half were furnishing service at other 
than the regular scheduled charges.

States forestry commission has select- 
ed the University of Wisconsin as the 
center for its forestry

laboratories. State Forester , Griffith 
submitted -the proposition to the re- 
gents at their meeting here and it the 
appropriation for a building is made- 
the laboratory will be established here. 
Forester Griffith and Dean Turneaure 
of the engineering college are enthusi- 
astic over the proposition and feel that 
the regents will make the appropria- 
tion.

COST OF BAD ROADS. 


Poor Highways a Source of Loss to 


Farmers. 


Tho cost ot bad roads lo the farm- 


ers ot the United States is, perhaps, a 
difficult matter to estimate. However, 
when It Is considered Cor the entire 
country upon the basis of highway 
mileage and the results of 
experi- 


ments relative to tho cost ot hauling 
farm produce, tlie figures are 
most 


surrplalnc- 
The federal department 


ot agriculture states that there are 
- 151 57S miles of public roads In the 
•United States. 
Ot this mileage, sta- 


tistics tor tho year 1904 show 
that 


about seven per cent, are improved. 
During the crop year 1905-06, S5.-178,- 
000.000 pounds of farm products were 
hauled over common roads from farm 
to market. As no figures are Included 
for forest or mine products or for the 
general' commodities of lite that 
go 


from city to country, it Is evident that 
tho slightest saving In cost of hauling 
per ion would assume striking propor- 
tion: when considered for the entire 
country. 
Figures show that 
these 


crcat crops traveled In wagons over 
the country roads 205,432,644 miles, 
meP9\>- In being transported from the 
farm to the railroad shipping point. 


Inrestgatlous have established the 


fact that the average cost erf hauling 
uer ton per mile is about 25 cents. The 
cost on stone roads, dry and iu good 
order is about eight cents; on stone 
roads In ordinary condition, 12 cents; 
on narth reals containing ruts and 
mud 29 cents; on sandy roads when 
-wet. 33 cents; or sandy roads when 
dry, 6-1 cents.

Ripening Cream. 


The time needed to ripen crciim de 


ponds on bow (he ereniu is -obtained. 
It by the old grnvltiitlon method, It Is 
generally ripe enough when KkiinmccI, 
especially if it bo In the summer. 
When the cream is separated by the 
sepnruter it Is sweet, uud IL is necessa- 
ry to add a starter ro ripen It properly 
before churning time.' 


AVbon cream Is kept over from one 


Blcirnmliig or from.one day to tbe next, 
best results are obtained by stirring It 
ouce or twice during the day. This 
mixes the particles find Insures a more 
uniform ripening. 


Where several skimmings are added 


to the one churning none should bo 
added less than twelve hours before 
the time of churning. If any is added, 
the ripening will be uneven und an in- 
ferior butter will bo tbe result. 


I£ the ereani bas not ripened suffi- 


ciently before churning. It should be 
sot In a room where the (\lr is pure and 
the temperature Is between GO und 70 
degrees for at least twenty-four hours 
before churning. This length ot lime, 
however, is only necessary when HIP 
cream Is swcot, or nearly so, when tbe 
process of. ripening is begun. 


Tbe individuality of Uie cow lias 


much to do with the length of time re- 
quired to ripen cream. Feed Is also n 
factor, and tlie period ot lactation bus 
a bearing on tbe ripening ot cream.— 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 


A Profitable Crop. 


' It you nro going to sow oats, peas or 
barley next spring for a nrofitnble liny 
crop, there Is no better time to plow 
tbun In early fnll unless tbe surface Is 
a steep slope which may wash, snys 
American Cultivator. The soil left In 
rough furrows Is mellowed by the 
freezing and may be harrowed and 
seeded In tho sprlug long before the 
plow can bo started. 


In the case of oats or oats and peas 


this early seeding Insures a crop where 
later sowing would show rust or a 
short growth In a dry season. Soil that 
.was cropped and fairly fertilized last 
year will give a strong growth. If not 
possible to plow It tills fall It should be 
prepared at tbe first opportunity In 
spring, careful and repeated barrow- 
Ing being done. If Hie soli Is rich do 
not mnUc tbe mistake oC putting on 
more mnmirdteiitil the crop is gathered, 
when it may be top dressed. 
It yon 


do tbo penalty will be too bcavy a crop, 
lodging and aifflculty In curing. Oats 
love ii cold, wet soil and will grow In 
it like weeds without rusting if sown 
early.

Balanced Rations For Hogs. 


' Those who are fattening hogs on 
corn as an exclusive diet should ex- 
periment In feeding a variety. 
Take 


two Jots of bogs, allowing one lot of 
corn only and tbe other lot a vari- 
ety, which may Include corn, bran, 
scalded chopped clover, sklmupilk or 
ground oats. 
The bogs will grow 


much faster and increase more In 
weight on tbe mixed food thna on 
corn, while tbe quality of tbe flesh will 
be Improved and the cost per pound of 
pork will be less than If corn Is used 
exclusively. Tbo reason Is.tbat a vari- 
ety- promotes digestion and Is "more 
balanced" In the elements required by 
the animals. 


The Fall Plowing. 


Take time to do tbe plowing well. 


It Is the basis of all good cultivation. 
Have plows and harness well adjusted 
In order that tbe best work may- be 
performed. 
Where the work Is well 


done there will be usually no need of 
repeating It another spring, as the work 
of pulverizing the soil can be expedl- 
•Uously and well done with the best 
modern harrows. After this work is 
completed, clean the plows and put in 
"safe deposit," where they will keep 
bright aud shining, all ready for use 
when again wanted. 


Keep the Stock Growing. 


No nninJal Is profitable If it is not 


making gain In flesh or producing 
comething. The horse performs labor, 
the cow yields milk, and the young 
stock should be kept to rapid growth, 
but the steers, wethers and barrows 
will entail loss if they do not show 
some gain, as they are bcavy food con- 
sumers. Every pound of weight lost 
entails the task In order to regain tho 
lost waste and .compensate for the 
time; 
No farmer should be satisfied 


to have bis stock at a standstill. 


Remedy For Hog Cholera.

different woods may 
need different 


treatment. 
For instance, it, is doubt- 


ful if the acid pr.xjenn would have 
much effect on a pitchy pine stump, 
as the pitch in the pino is to a great 
extent impervious to the action of 
acid, while the no id might rot out a 
birch or a maple stump in a short 
While.

our food from tho attack of micro- 
scopic fungi is by scaliug ib in air-, 
tight cans or by using on it soitio au- 
tisoptic that will not injure us whoa- 
usod in small quantities but acts as 
a poisott to fcho fungi. 
It is for this 


purpose.~\vo use sale to preserve our 
pork, crososto ou our hams aud bacon, 
aud a'sugar syrup for our fruits; be- 
cause 
fuugi 
aro 
killed 
by salt, 


creososato or a strong sugar Hyrrtp. 
Wo dry boot or fruit to preserve it, 
"because tho microscopic fuugi cauuot 
grow without moisture aud we reduce 
it to a low temperature because those 
microscopic 
fungi require a warm 


temperature. 
So 
every successful 


attempt [it tho preservation of food 
or fruit is a successful attack on tho 
growth of microscopic fnugi.

First: 'The 
berries 
should

from white to brown,—bwsauao at 
that timo the ski a lias rnaturyd and 
is hetter fitted to resist the attack of 
fungi than if picked earlier; 
aud, 


"because SOUK: of tho vigor of growing 
life 
still remains in the berry to 


heal any slight injury to the skiu 
that it may receive in handling: for 
when the wounds are healed it can 
better resist the germs of decay that 
are constantly seeking access to tho 
inner tissue of the fruit. 


Second: 
Any 'injury to tho skin 


of the fruit however slight, should 
bo carf ully avoided. This is especially 
true of ripe berries,—because their 
•vital power is weak or .exhausted, aud 
they will not bo able to haul over 
such iujxirios to the skin of the fruit, 
and cvury injury to the skiu if uot 
healed 
opens the 
door 
to 
the 


gonns cjf decay. 


Third: 
The fruit.should bo picked 


dry and kept dry,—because if the 
skiu of tho fruit is kept wet Or oven 
damp tho spores aud germs of fungi 
uot only adhoro to it more readily, 
but they gorminato oil. tho moist 
wet 


or 


surface, 
aud may succeed in 


sondlug their hypbao, (a sort of flla- 
meut or rootlet) through the skin, 
.and puce inside, tlio foundation for 
tho destruction of tho fruit is surely 
laid. 


Fourth : Tho berries should be 


cooled to a temperature, of fifty de- 
grees as soon us practicable after they 
are picked, and they should bo kept 
at 
that 
temperature, — bocauso tho 


fungi of rot thrive best at a tempera- 
ture betwooii 00 aud 80 degroos. 
Bo- 


low 
sixty their power of growth 


diminishes vory rapidly aud at fifty 
it is qtiito fooble. 
Any temperature 


between thirty-two and fifty is good. 
but it should bo uniform. 
Better a 


uniform temperature of fifty than a 
variable temperature bofrwoeu thirty- 
two aud forty. 
The danger to tlio 


fruit is caused by raising tlio temper- 
ature not in tho lowering of it; be- 
cause when the temperatures of the 
fruit is raised by contact with air 
that is warmer tbau the fruit, moist- 
ure is liable to bo deposited on tho 
skiu of tho berry, .lust as it is some- 
times deposited ou the sides of a cold 
pitcher on » wurm day, and iu that 
moisture thc'spores can germinate aud 
penetrate 
the skin aud cuter the 


living tissue of tho berry. 


J;'ifth: 
The air' iu tho crauberry 


IIOUHO should 
bo maintained at n 


humidity of 75 per cent, — because 
such air will keep the berries dry nud 
will uot afford sufficient moisture to 
germinate tho spores, or sustain tho 
,'rowth of fungi, for most of them 
require for tboir growth u. iX) per cent 
humidity.
